City Attorney Thomas Maul will 
leave this week for Washington to 
enlist the active Support of Senator 
McAdoo, Senator Johnson and Con- 
gressman Harry L. Englebright, in sup- 
port of the city’s application before 
the Public Works Administration for 
assistance in the sewarge project for 
which the city voted recently $50,000 
in bonds. 

Mr. Maul was authorized to proceed 
to Washington at Monday  night’s 
meeting of the city council when the 
council learned that such a business 
mission could be combined with a trip 
Mr. Maul was planning to Ohio. 

There, he will meet his daughter, 
Miss Betty, who will return with him 
to spend the summer here following a 
year at Dennison College.

Savants Cheek 


“Man In Moon” 


Today’s Eclipse Of 
Sun Total In South 
Pacifie Region

WASHINGTON (lW)—Scientists will 

have a chance to check during today’s 
eclipse of the sun whether the play- 
boy of the skies, the moon, is back on 
a straight and narrow path again. 


Astronomers have never been able to 
predict to the split second just where 
the moon will be although it is the 
nearest of all stellar bodies. Fifty to 
70 years ago, the moon was 17 seconds 
off its predicted course; today it is ex- 
pected to be only two seconds wrong. 
Naval observatory experts who spec- 
jialize in making these predictions, are 
not even sure that this error will be 
true for this longest eclipse in 12 
centuries. 


Astronomers have travelled to a des- 
ert South Seas island, to the land of 
the sun worshipping Incas, in Peru, 
and by boat to a path where the moon 
wipes out the sun’s light. Their ob- 
Servations there are important prac- 
‘tically because the solar system is our 
original clock and if it is wrong then 
our watches and clocks may have to 
be corrected, too. 

The path of totality starts in the 
Ocean north of Australia on Wednes- 
day and extends across the Pacific and 
past the international date line until 
it reaches Peru, just before 
Tuesday. It is an eclipse which be- 
gins tomorrow and ends today.

United States southwest of a line run- | 


ning approximately from Eureka, Cali- 
fornia, near Wichita Falls, Texas; 
Shreveport, La., Biloxi, Miss., Tampa 
and Palm Beach, Florida.

The squad will be composed of ex- | 
perts in different fields of police work. 
Its main function will be to investigate 
reported rackets. The operatives also | 
will co-operate with the provincial po- |

DAKAR, Sengal (lP+-Amelia Ear- 
hart, American woman flyer, flew here 
today from St. Louis and studied the

| Goering Tops First 
' Goal; Opens More 
Ambitious Program 


By WALTER WILKE

BERLIN (lP)—When Hermann Goer- 
ing, World War ace, rode to authority 
with the Nazi party in 1933, he had 
grandiose ideas for Germany’s air 
forces. Today Goering’s early pro- 
gram is achieved, and further plans 
for the future are well on the way to 
realization. 
| Three years ago Goering let the 
German people and the world know 
that huge sums were being spent for 
aviation by frankly warning that more 
money would be needed later on. 


Colonel-Generai Goering, Premier of 
Prussia and _  Reichminister for Avia- 
tion, and his assistants knew what 
they wanted, and they set about to get 
it. They laid out new airports. ‘They 
constructed planes. They stationed sec- 
tions of the military fleet at strategic 
points throughout the country. They 
trained fliers. They encouraged cOm- 
mercial aviation. They interested the 
youth in flying. They tried to make 
the nation air-conscious. 

Adolf Hitler once said, “Germany 
must became a nation of fliers.’”” Goer- 
ing has made carrying out of that 
order his personal task. 

Agriculture has felt the pinch of 


military mecessity in Goering’s pro- 
gram. Crop-producing fields have 
transformed into landing fields. Offi- 


cial statistics show that in 1935 Ger- 
man agriculture provided 467,000 hec- 
tares of land for air fields and bar- 
racks. In 1936, Goering demanded an 
additional 80,000 hectares for similar 
purposes. 

One of the greatest problems facing 
Goering was the training of fliers. "This 
is how he solved it: Each of the early 
instructors, of which there were few, 
took five students in charge. After 
each student had completed 100 hours 
‘in the air, he in turn became an in- 
‘structor for ground training, with five 
more students under his supervision.

The state department promptly re- 
layed its order to one of the biggest 
glassware companies in America. Price 
was no object. The department needed 
glasses in a hurry, to uphold the repu- 
tation of this government's Ambassa- 
dor E. and P. in Paris. 

Back came no. glasses packed in 
straw, but a letter from the glass com- 


sition. Here’s where the crisis come 


in, in the words of the glass company: 

“The reciprocal tariff agreements 
(which the department of state, itself, 
engineered) have so reduced the sales 
of fine glassware that we have with- 
drawn from their manufacture.” 

Wowie! 

The department called in its trade 
experts, who denied they’d made any 
agreements with any country that had 
ruined the American business in de 
luxe glassware. They said the single 
agreement affecting glass was entered 
into with Sweden in 1930 and that it 
lowered the tariffs only on recorative 
glass objects, retailing at from $25 to 
$50 each.

CRYSTAL GAZING 
AIDS PROGRESS 
IN CHEMISTRY 


MINNEAPOLIS (lp) — Future great 
strides in chemistry are predicted by Dr. 
John W. Gruner, University of Minne- 
sota, as a result of scientific “crystal 
gazing.” | 


Dr. Gruner, specialist in crystalo- 
graphy, reports that only in the past 
10 years have chemists come to realize 
the importance of the structure of 
atoms and studied their makeup suffi- 
ciently to make definite forward steps. 

Hardness, for instance, he explained, 
is traceable to small atoms of relatively 
high valence, or power to attract other r 


It is possible, ne suggested, that fu- | 
ture studies will result in practical | 
methods of synthetizing such substances | 
giving new chemical products. | 

To study the structure of the atoms, | 
Dr. Gruner uses a “camera” which takes | 
pictures of rays reflected from atoms of ! 
the substances being studied. The rays | 
are monochromatic X-rays, and the} 
particles on which they are projected 
are as fine as present technical meth- 
ods can produce. The reflected rays | 
are used to make photographs which | 
can be studied to determine the atomic 
structure just as spectroscopic images 
are studied.
